2. JOHNSONJMLAMBO, CHAIRMAN OF THE PAN AFRICANIST 
CONGRESS (PAC), CALLED ON THE AMBASSADOR TODAY TO 
DISCUSS POTENTIAL VISA/PASSPORT PROBLEMS FACING PAC 
PRESIDENT ZEPHANlX^OTTHOPENG AND TO RAISE THREE OTHER 
MATTERS. 

3. MLAMBO SAID MOTTHOPENG'S SOUTH AFRICAN PASSPORT WILL 
EXPIRE JULY 26. HE UNDERSTOOD THAT A U.S. VISA COULD 
NOT BE ISSUED TO A PERSON HOLDING A PASSPORT WHICH DID 
NOT HAVE AT LEAST SIX MONTHS' VALIDITY. COULD A WAIVER 
BE GRANTED? AFTER CHECKING WITH THE CONSULAR OFFICER, 
THE AMBASSADOR SUGGESTED THAT MOTTHOPENG'S PEOPLE IN 
LONDON SHOULD ASK THE SOUTH AFRICAN EMBASSY TO EXTEND 
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REGIME." HE ASKED THAT WASHINGTON RECONSIDER AND NOT 
MEET WITH DE KLERK. THE AMBASSADOR SAID THAT FACE-TO-FACE 
MEETINGS BETWEEN DE KLERK AND LEADING AMERICAN OFFICIALS 
WOULD PROVIDE THE MOST DRAMATIC AND EFFECTIVE WAY OF 
CONVEYING TO DE KLERK THE ADMINISTRATION'S ANTIPATHY 
TOWARD APARTHEID. NOT ONLY WILL MEETINGS WITH DE KLERK 
IMPRESS ON HIM THE STRENGTH OF THE AMERICAN GOVERNMENT'S 
OPPOSITION TO APARTHEID, BUT ALSO THEY WILL AFFORD US 
WITH A GOOD OPPORTUNITY TO GET A MEASURE OF THE MAN WHO 
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MAgDJE^, THE AMBASSADOR TOLD HIM, AS HE HAD TOLD PAC 
FOREIGN SECRETARY GORfl?EBRAHIM (REFTEL) , THAT THIS WAS 
NOT TRUE. HE SAID THE U.S. CONTINUED TO CALL FOR THE 
UNCONDITIONAL RELEASE OF POLITICAL PRISONERS IN SOUTH 
AFRICA. 
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
